1. Mr. Rivers described the 
decentralization of work, indicat 
ing how the Eastern Division is 
acting in* this campaign mainly 
to correlate and coordinate the 
much fuller activities of the Re- 
publican State Committees. The

4 Negro Youths Will 
Go To Camp In October 

CHARLESTON.—One thous- 
and .seventy-four young men 

from West Virginia will be en- 

rolled in the COC in October, it 
was announced today by A. W. 
Garnett, state director of corps 
selection. 

Four Negro youths will be 
selected from this county. 

Mr. Garnett’s announcement 
of the quarterly quota empha- 
sized the fact that the CCC is 
still non-military in character 
and that there is no indication 
that it will be made otherwise. 

“Athough it is true that the 
CCO is training thousands of 
young men in skills useful to 
national defense, the enrollee 
is on precisely the same basis 
under the conscription bill as 

any young man- of like age and 
circumstances outside of the 
corps,” Mr. Garnett said. He 
pointed out that the program of 
instruction included training in 
concrete and steel construction, 

automotive operation, and road 
building and repair, welding, 
radio communication, surveying 
and map making — all import- 
ant in a national defense pro- 
gram. 

Eligibility regulations require 
that an enrollee be out of a job 
and in need of one, between 17 
and 23 years of age and mentaly 
and physically fit. Applications 
are received at the county offices 
of the Department of Public 
Assistance, and an applicant 
agrees to enroll for at least six 
months if accepted. 

Pay in the COC tarts at $30 
a month, $22 of which the ap- 

plicant with dependants must 

•agree to send to his family. 
Those with no dependants may 

deposit $22 a month with the 
finance officer until their dis- 

charge. The enrollee showing 
j qualities of leadership may be 

, advanced to assistant leader at 

$36 a month, and to leader at 

$45 per month.

Eastern sion Plans 
For Intense Campaign 
NEW YORK.—A one-day con- 

ference of the Planning Board, 
Eastern Colored Division of the 
Republican National Committee 
was held at committee head- 
quarters, 70 E. 45th Street, all 
day Tuesday. The meeting was 
called by Francis E. Rivers, 
eastern director of Negro acti- 
vities in the Willkie McNarv 
campaign. 

The Planning Board consists 
of on-2 prominent Republican 
woman leader and one man from 
each of the eastern states and 
their names have been submit- 
ted and approved by the Na- 
tional committee members and 
vice chairmen of each state. 

The Board covered every 
phase of the activity in these 
states during the current nation- 
al campaign. 

Mr. Rivers is General Chair- 
man of the Board and Mrs. Sara 
Speaks, Director of Womens 
Activities in Mr. River's divi- 
sion, is vice-chairman. Attorney 
Oliver Randolph of Newark, N. 
J., publicity director of the 
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dj/ision, is secretary and Ro- 
bert F. .Leftwich. aide to Mr. 
Rivers, is assistant secretary. 

The meeting was opened by 
Mr. Rivers who outlined the acti- 
vities carried bn so far by his 
division. He said: 

“From my contacts with im- 
portant party leaders in states 
in this division 1 am confident 

[ that the NegrO vote is decided- 
ly swinging to the \Yillkie-M< 
Nary ticket.” H‘‘ attributed the 

[swing to the forthright stand 
taken by Mr. 'Willkie when he 
spoke last Friday in Chicago 
on Negro problems.
